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Selihot  Program  and  Service 
Saturday  Evening,  September  12 

It  is  traditional  for  Jews  to  listen  to  a  lecture 
and  recite  penitential  prayers  on  the  Satur¬ 
day  evening  before  Rosh  Hashanah  to  pre¬ 
pare  both  intellectually  and  spiritually  for  the 
High  Holy  Days.  This  special  preparation  will 
take  place  at  the  Selihot  service  on  Saturday 
evening,  September  12. 

Prior  to  the  actual  10  P.M.  Selihot  service, 
at  9  P.M.,  Rabbi  Ben  Hollander  will  be  deliv¬ 
ering  the  annual  Selihot  lecture  (which  will 
be  preceded  by  the  usual  coffee  and  cake  at 
8:30  P.M.) 

Rabbi  Hollander  has  been  teaching  Jew¬ 
ish  studies  in  Jerusalem  for  over  two  decades, 
at  Hebrew  Union  College,  the  Hebrew  Uni¬ 
versity  School  for  Overseas  Students,  the  Con¬ 
servative  Center,  and  other  institutions.  His 
field  of  specialization  is  Torah  and  parshanut. 

A  pluralistic  Jew,  Rabbi  Hollander  enjoys 
affiliations  with  Orthodox,  Conservative  and 
Reform  organizations.  Ordained  at  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary,  he  also  holds  advanced 
degrees  in  English  literature  and  education. 

Rabbi  Hollander  was  brought  up  in 
Mount  Vernon,  N.Y.  Before  making  aliyah 
with  his  wife,  Judy,  he  served  as  Rabbi  of 
Education  and  Youth  at  the  Park  Avenue  Syn¬ 
agogue  and  at  Beth  Tzedec  Congregation  in 
Toronto.  With  Jerusalem  as  his  home  base,  he 
has  spent  sabbatical  years  in  a  development 
town  and  in  a  settlement  on  the  West  Bank. 
He  is  a  founding  member  of  Israel’s  Rabbis 
for  Human  Rights,  and  an  active  member  of 
its  executive  board. 

After  the  lecture,  a  Chorale  Meditation 
will  take  place  at  9:45  P.M.,  followed  by  the 
actual  Selihot  service.  Rabbis  David  H.  Lin¬ 
coln,  Kenneth  A.  Stern  and  Miriam  C. 
Berkowitz  will  lead  the  prayer  readings  and 
Cantors  David  Lefkowitz  and  Nancy  Abram¬ 
son  will  chant  the  liturgy,  accompanied  by  the 
Synagogue  High  Holy  Day  Choir  under  the 
direction  of  Neil  Robinson.

received  formal  ordination  in  July.  She  will 
receive  a  master’s  degree  in  Jewish  studies  at 
the  Bet  Midrash  academic  ceremony  in 
November. 

Prior  to  rabbinical  school,  she  attended 
Harvard  University,  where  she  earned  her 
bachelor’s  degree  and  graduated  magna  cum 
laude,  with  a  major  in  international  relations, 
focusing  on  the  Middle  East  and  the  Soviet 
Union. 

She  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Cam¬ 
bridge  Chapter,  and  a  recipient  of  a  John  Har¬ 
vard  Scholarship  given  to  the  top  five  percent ' 
of  students  at  Harvard  College,  1990-1993,  as 
well  as  the  Elizabeth  Cary  Agassiz  Certificate 
of  Distinction  from  Radcliffe  College. 

During  her  rabbinic  studies,  she  served 
as  a  rabbinic  intern,  first  at  the  Neve  Chana 
Children’s  Home  in  Kiryat  Gat,  Israel,  and 
then  at  Congregation  Genesis-Agudas  Achim 
in  Tuckahoe,  N.Y.;  held  High  Holiday  pulpit 


positions  at  Kehillath  Israel  in 
Boston  and  with  the  Burquest 
Community  in  Vancouver, 
B.C.  She  also  served  as  a  hos¬ 
pital  chaplain  and  received 
training  in  clinical  pastoral 
education  during  her  intern¬ 
ship  at  Lenox  Hill  Hospital  in 
1997. 

In  addition,  she  has  held 
various  teaching  and  adminis¬ 
trative  positions  both  in  the  U.S.  and 
Jerusalem  from  1992  through  1995. 

She  has  had  two  articles  published:  “To 
Separate  or  not  to  Separate?”  (about  Quebec 
and  Canada)  in  the  Harvard  International 
Review ,  1990,  and  “Voting  Patterns  of  Russian 
Immigrants  in  Israel’s  1992  Elections,”  her  BA 
Thesis,  is  in  the  Widner  Library,  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity.  She  wrote  a  final  thesis  for  the  Bet 
Midrash  onthe  issue  of  women’s  testimony  in 
Jewish  Law. 

Rabbi  Miriam  Berkowitz  is  from  Montre¬ 
al,  Canada.  She  speaks  French  and  Russian  in 
addition  to  Hebrew.  Her  other  interests 
include  sports  and  ceramics. 

She  is  married  to  Matthew  Berkowitz,  a 
fifth  year  rabbinical  student  at  JTS  who 
hails  from  Freehold,  N.J.  and  is  also  an  artist 
and  a  sofer.

We  must  be  exceedingly  careful  about 
making  excessive  demands  for  Con¬ 
servative  and  Reform  egalitarian  ser¬ 
vices  at  the  Western  Wall,  as  the  recent  histo¬ 
ry  of  the  mechitza,  or  partition,  of  the  sexes  is 
a  checkered  one,  which  has  brought  much 
anguish  to  the  Jewish  community. 

The  area  around  the  Temple  Mount  had 
traditionally  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Waqf-an  Islamic  religious  foundation- 
which  made  a  great  deal  of  trouble  for  Jewish 
worshippers.  In  1912,  during  Turkish  rule,  the 
authorities  ordered  the  removal  of  a  partition

between  men  and  women,  after  the  Waqf  had 
complained.  More  seriously,  after  the  Balfour 
Declaration,  when  the  British  Mandate  had 
given  the  Jews  a  recognized  national  status, 
the  Mufti  of  Jerusalem  incited  his  community 
by  claiming  the  Wall  as  a  sacred  Muslim  site. 
The  Mufti  ordered  the  opening  of  a  gate  at  the 
southern  end  of  the  street,  thus  converting  it 
into  a  thoroughfare  for  passersby  and  animals, 
deliberately  held  loud-voiced  ceremonies  in 
the  vicinity,  and  once  again  demanded  the 
removal  of  any  partition  between  men  and 
women.  The  British  police  forcibly  removed  it 
in  1928  on  Yom  Kippur. 

In  August,  1929,  the  Muslim  crowd  again 
rioted  among  the  worshippers,  and  the  ensu¬ 


ing  civil  strife  caused  the  death  of  hundreds 
of  Arabs  and  Jews.  The  British  were  forced  to 
set  up  an  international  committee,  whose 
findings  proved  unsatisfactory  to  both  com¬ 
munities. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  rules 
regulating  Jewish  worship  at  the  Wall  became 
the  responsibility  of  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Rabbinate,  established  by  the  Mandatory 
authority. 

In  view  of  this  disturbing  history,  and 
bearing  in  mind  sacrifices  made  by  Orthodox 
Jews  to  protect  what  they  felt  to  be  sacred, 
maybe  we  should  not  push  this  issue  too 
forcibly  at  the  present  time?

IN  OUR  HOMES 
Rosh  Hashanah 

osh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a 
festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  dis¬ 
ciplined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of 
home  and  synagogue.  Although  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in 
the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where  family 
members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a 
spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive  to 
prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which 
symbolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is 
set  with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  can¬ 
dles  and  wine.  Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a 
full  round  year,  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey 
for  a  sweet  year  complete  the  symbolic  repre¬ 
sentations  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  light¬ 
ing  of  the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede 
the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  following  blessings  are  recited 
over  the  candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  nershel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You.  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness 
to  our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah 
to  kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the 
Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the 
apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following  bless¬ 
ing  and  prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
vElohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh 
Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  pre¬ 
ceded  by  the  daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 
Tiku  uahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  I’yom  hagenu, 


kihok I'Yisraelhu,  mishpat  lElohey  Yaaqkov. 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is 
L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be 
inscribed  for  a  good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue. 
But  the  meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev 
Yom  Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  expe¬ 
rience  for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten 
early  so  that  the  family  can  be  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  — -  the 
grace  after  meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit 
and  the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu 
lehadlik  nershel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tra¬ 
dition  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to 
the  extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  plea¬ 
sures  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it 
is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights 
must  be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for 
the  Kol  Nidre  service  parents  bless  their  chil¬ 
dren  by  placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of 
each  one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by 
the  following  prayer,  to  which  parents  can 
add  words  of  their  own,  appropriate  for  the 
age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 


faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph.
